Dried Orange pulp may become 
a popular food for chickens and 
also return to the local citrus 
growers more money for the cull 
crop than they have previously 
been getting, according to an an- 
nouncement today from W. B. Cav- 
ers, a director of the Exchange Or- 
ange Products company.
